Prominent Minister Says That Con- 
fererce Ecclesiastical Machines 
Are as Possible, if Not as 
Numerous, as State Po- 
litical Machines. 


Accompaniej by a sensational letter 
in which he accuses Bishop Candler of 
being a dictator of the most dangerOus 
kind, and states that bigotry and 
tyranny and intolerance are still alive, 
and that conference ecclesiastical ma- 
chines are as possible, if not as numer- 
ous, as state political machines, Rev. 
Thomas C. Betterton, pastor of the Dal- 
ton First Methodist church, has forward- 
ed his resignation to the conference nOw 
in session at Milledgeville. 

The statement is as follows: 


“I would prefer that the entire matter 
be kept out of the papers, but it has al- 
ready got into one paper, and when, 
at the approaching session of conference, 
l am located at my own request a ques- 
‘tion will be raised in the minds of many 
as to why I have taken such a step. 

“To begin with, when I joined the con- 
ference, fourteen years:ago, I- was under 
the impression that it was a brotherhood 
of high-toned; honorable Christian men, 
whose chief purpose was to expound the 
teachings of Jesus Christ ahd help hu- 
manity by the revelation that He’ made 
vf God to the world. To some extent I 
have not been disappointed. I still be- 
lieve that some of the noblest spirits to 
ibe found on earth are in these confer- 
ences of Methodist preachers, but, like 
others, I have found to my sorrow that 
bigotry and tyranny and intolerance are 
stil] alive and that conference ecclesias- 
tical machines are as pOssible, if not as 
numefous, as state political machines. 


Two Types of Preachers. 


“Furthermore, within the North Geor-. 
gia conference there are two distinct 
classes or types of preachers—the ultra- 
orthodox, or rigid traditionalists and lit- 
eralists in their interpretation of the 
Bible, and on the other hand, those who 
are in more or less sympathy with the 
general results of modern scholarship 
and scientific investigations. The first of 
these classes are largely in the majority; 
many of them are good men and of pure 


motives, but lacking either in oppor-. 


tunity Or mental ability to pursue inde- 
pendent and difficult lines of research. 
These more uncultured classes are dog- 
matic in their belief and utterances and 
in, their ignorance frequently denounce 
from their pulpits the very truths~+for 
which even the church colleges and uni- 
* versities are contending. For example, 
the average preacher denounces from 
his pulpit the theory of organie evolu- 
tion, while the church school to Which 
his congregation is sending their young 
men is teaching this great truth in its 
biological department. There is net a 
reputable biological chair in America 
that is not filled by an evolutionist. 


“Cultured Minority.”’ 


“The second of these classes in the 
conference is composed of a small out 
eultured minority. They are not .always 
men of greater brain capacity than those 
of the first class, but they have had 
jarger and better opportunities, In thei; 
siudies and investigations they have come 
face to face with facts which demand 
attention and consideration from the hor- 
est student, and while this more cultured 
class admits that the olMer theological 
views contained much truth, they stoufly

War on Heretics. 


“This much I have said on conditions 
in general. Now, to come directly ‘to 


, conditions prevailing at resent in the 


North Georgia conference: Bishop Cand- 
liek has for seme years been waging a 
relentless war upon parties in this confer- 
ence whom he considers heretics, and I 
“ill say, by the way, that he might also 
attack certain members of the College of 
Bishops, for some of them are quite as 
heretical as any of us ‘small fry.’ One 
result of the bishop’s tirades has been 
i¢ stir up strife and general contention 
cver theological questions, another nas 
leen to create a small company of spell 
and tattlers. who Have powred into his 
ars slanderous reports concerning their 
trethren, and still another has been “he 
creating and ‘sicking wn’ of, a pack of 
heresy hounds, who have trumped up 
charges against their brethren. ample, 
last fall the brother who brought tharges 
against Dr. H. Bradley at the New- 
ran conference, acknowledged to Dr. C. 
W. Byrd that Bishop Candler hag causej 
l..m to bring the charges, and the brother 
who threatened Rey. M. L. Troutman 
with Similar charges and caused a péti- 
t.on to be circulated against him,  ac- 
knowledged substantially the same thing 
to Mr. Troutman. 


Mr. Cofer’s Defeat. 


“At present the conference is controlled 
largely by men who are seeking to carry 
out Bishop Candler’s wishes and the ma- 
jority are influenced by prejudice and 
passion, not by reason and consideration. 
This was seen in the election of dele- 
Sates to the recent general conference. 
Rev. M. J. Cofer, perhaps the most 
useful man in the conference—a man who 
after a few years’ residence in Atlanta 
has far more influence among our lead- 
ing laymen there than Bishop Candler 
and all his lieutenants, and who had 
been twice before in the general confer- 
ence—was defeated and outvoted by the 
mah who brought heresy charges against 
Dr. Bradley, though this heresy hunter 
had, never been dreamed of before for an 
important office. Bishop Candler resides 
in Atlanta and has large influence in the 
affairs of this conference. ‘ 


Bishonv Candler a Dictator. 


“Now I am willing to follow a leader 
but not a dictator. Bishop Candler is 
not the former, but the latter, and a dic- 
tator of the most dangerous kind. Rather 
than be in the hands, or partly in the 
hands, of an ecclesiastical machine ma- 
nipulated by this man and his helpers, I 
prefer to retire, though I made long and 
diligent preparation for the work of 
the ministry and haye now given four- 
teen of the best years -of my life to the 
conference. In the conference there are 
men of the finest and most, choice spirits. 
: shall sorely miss their fellowship and 
ove. 

“What will the conference do if it sees 
this interview? They may refuse my lo- 
cation and summon me to trial for tell- 
ing the truth, or they may vote Bishop 
Candler their confidence. His crowd is 


rin the majority and a vote is a vote in 


conferenee affairs as much as in politics. 

“What then will I do? Pursue the even 
tenor of my way. Do just what I will 
do anyway—got out into the world and 
try to make an honest living for my wife 
and babies, I thank God this is a wide 
and good world, and no man who ig 
willing to work need suffer.’’
